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AN ACT in relation to fire protection.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 2. The Townshi p Code is anmended by addi ng Section
30-166 as fol |l ows:

(60 ILCS 1/30-166 new)

Sec. 30-166. Charge agai nst non-residents.

(a) The township board of each township nay fix, charqe,

and coll ect fees not exceeding the reasonable cost of the

service for all services rendered by the townshi p agai nst

persons, busi nesses, and other entities who are not residents

of the township.

(b) The charge may not be assessed agai nst residents of

the township or persons who request fire protection coverage

for an unprotected area and who pay to the townshi p an anopunt

equal to the township's fire protection tax under Article 200

of this Code.

(c) The charge for such services shall be conputed at a

rate not to exceed $125 per hour per vehicle and not to

exceed $35 per hour per firefighter responding to a call for

assi st ance. An addi tional charge may be levied to reinburse

the township for extraordi nary expenses of materials used in

rendering such services. No charge shall be nade for services

for which the total charge woul d be | ess than $50.

(d) Al revenue from the charges assessed pursuant to

this Section shall be deposited into the general fund of the

Section 5. The |Illinois Muinicipal Code is anended by

adding Section 11-6-1.1 as foll ows:
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(65 ILCS 5/11-6-1.1 new)

Sec. 11-6-1.1. Firefighting services outside corporate

limts. A municipality may choose to provide firefighting

services to property outside its corporate limts. The

corporate authorities of each municipality may fix, charge,

and collect firefighting service fees not exceeding the

actual cost of the service for all firefighting services

rendered by the municipality agai nst persons, businesses, and

other entities that are not residents of the nunicipality. An

addi ti onal charge may be levied to reinburse the municipality

for extraordi nary expenses of materials used in rendering the

servi ces. Nothing in this Section shall inpact any agreenent

entered into by a nunicipality and persons, businesses, and

other entities that are not residents of the nunicipality.

Nothing in this Section shall require a nunicipality to

supply any firefighting services to property | ocated outside

the corporate limts of the nunicipality.

Section 10. The Fire Protection District Act is anended

by changing Section 15 as fol |l ows:

(70 I1LCS 705/15) (from Ch. 127 1/2, par. 35)

Sec. 15. \Wenever any property within a fire protection
district, organized wunder this Act, does not have the
territorial qualifications described in Section 1 of this
Act, or is not reasonably protected by the district fromthe
hazards of fire or would receive greater benefit of service
from another such district or other nunicipal corporation,
any |legal voter within such district or the owner or owners
of such property may detach and di sconnect such property from
such fire protection district in the foll ow ng manner:

The owner or owners of such property within such fire
protection district or any legal voter wwthin such district

may file his petition in the court in which such district was
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organi zed setting forth therein the description of the
property sought to be detached and di sconnected, a statenent
that the detachnent and disconnection wll not cause the
territory remaining in the district to be noncontiguous; that
the | oss of assessed val uation by reason of the disconnection
of such territory will not inpair the ability of the district
to render fully adequate fire protection service to the

territory remaining wth the district; that the territory

will remain liable for its proportionate share of any
out st andi ng bonded i ndebt edness of the district; and
alleging facts in support of such det achnment and

di sconnection, and praying that such property be detached and
di sconnect ed from such fire protection district. The
petition shall be signed and sworn to by the petitioner or

petitioners. For the purpose of neeting the requirenent of

this Section that the detachnent and di sconnection wl| not

cause the remaining territory to be nonconti guous, territory

shall be considered to be contiguous if the only separation

between parts of the territory is |land owned by the United

States, the State of Illinois, any agency or instrunentality

of either, or any regional airport authority. Upon the

filing of such petition, the court shall set the sane for
hearing on a day not |less than 2 weeks nor nore than 4 weeks
fromthe filing thereof and shall give 2 weeks notice of such
hearing in the manner provided in Section 1 of this Act. The
fire protection district shall be a necessary party to the
proceedi ngs and it shall be served with sumons in the manner
prescribed for a party defendant under the Gvil Practice
Law. All property owners in such district, the district from
whi ch such transfer of territory is to be mde, and al

persons interested therein may file objections, and at the
hearing may appear and cont est t he det achnment and
di sconnection of the property from such fire protection

district, and both objectors and petitioners may offer any
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conpetent evidence in regard thereto. |If the court, upon
heari ng such petition, finds that the petition conplies wth
this Act and that the allegations of the petition are true
the court shall enter an order detaching and disconnecting
such property fromsuch district, and thereupon such property
shall cease to be a part of such fire protection district,
except that the property remains liable for its proportionate
share of any outstanding bonded i ndebtedness of t he
district. The <circuit clerk shall transmt a certified copy
of the order to the county clerk of each county in which any
of territory affected is situated and to the Ofice of the
State Fire Marshal
